Neither uſed he moderately the ſucceſle of his vitorie, but when hee had 
ſent the headof Bxv rus to Rome for to bee beſtowed. under the Statue of 
Czxsar, hedealtcruelly with theNobleſt and moſt honourable priſoners, 
and not without reproachfull words: ſo farre forth verily, that to one of them, 
making humble ſuite and prayer for his Sepulture , heanſwered, (by report) 
in this wiſe. That it would be anoen?, at the diſpoſe of the foules of the Aire: and 
when others, to wit, the (4) Father, and ſonne togetherintreated for their 
lives; he commanded them either tocaſt lots or trie by combarte whether of 
them ſhould have life granted>and ſo beheld them both asthey dyed, whileſt 
the father who offred himſelfe to die was flaine, and the ſonne voluntarily 
take his death « Whereuppon thereſt,& amongſt them M F avonins 
that worthic follower of Caro, when they were broughtforth with their 
yrons and chaynes to execution, after they had in honorable termes ſaluted 
AnrTox1us bythename of *Emperour, openly reviled and let flie at him 
molt foule and rayling words.Haning parted betweene them their charges & 
offices afterthis vikorie,whe AnTtoxrus undertook to ſettle the Eaſt ingeod 
order,and himſelfeto bring the olde Soldiers backe into Zalie,&to placethem 
there, inthelands &teritories belonging to the free Townes and Burowgheshe 
kept himſelfe in favour neither with the ſaid old ſoldiers,nor theformer poſleſ- 
ſors ofthoſelands : whileſtthe one ſort complained,that they were difleized: 
andthe other,thatthey were not well entreated according to their hoye, 'for 
ſo good deſerts. ? 

At whichverietime,heforcedL, Ant o n1us(who confidently preſuming 
upon the Conſulſhip which he then bare, & his brothers power withall, went 
aboutto make aninſurrecion andalteration.in the ſtate) to flic unto Px xv- 
SIA, and therefor verie hunger compelled himto yeeld: butyetnot withour 
great jeopardic of his owne perſon, both before and afterthe warre: forwhe 
ta certaine ſolemne ſight of ſtage plaics;he had commanded an ordinaricand 
comon ſoldier who was ſer within the (4)14.rank,sto be raiſed by an officer,8

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waics moleſted. Bur when as the Conſpiracie of Ls 2x10 us & Gzrurrcus 
came tolight, being ſent among other Embaſſidoursto congratulate Caius 
inthename ofthe City , hce was in icopardy of his very life: whiles Carus 
chafed and fumed with great indignation, that his Vnkle chiefly of all others 
was ſent unto him, as it were to governe achild : In ſo much, as ſome have nor 
ſtuck to report on Writing, that hee was turned alſo headlong into theriverin 
his cloathes and all as he came apparailed. From which time forward, never 
ſpake hee to any matter propoſed in the Senate, but laſt of all choſe, that had 
beene Conſuls, as being in reproachfull wiſe andto his diſgrace asked his opi- 
nion-after them all. There was received likewiſe againſt him the examination 
ofa forged will, wherein himſelfe alſo had beene a witneſſe and pur-to his ſeale. 
Laſt of all, hee was forced to disburſe cjght millions of Sefterces for a fine or 
Income at his entrance into anew Prieſthood : by occaſion whereof, his eſtate 


being ſo much decaied, driuen he was to thoſe ſtreights, that for his diſability »11;s1ands and 
to keepe credit and fatisfie the debtdue unto theChamber of the City by an goods were

Having paſſedthe greateſt part of his time inrunning thorough theſe and 
ſuch like troubles, atlengrth in the fiftierh yeere of age, hee attained ro the Em- 
pire, and that by a ſtrange and wondeffull hap . Being among others excluded 
by the Confpiratours that layed waite for C a1us lite, whattime they voided 
all the Companie about his perſon, under a colour as if hedeſired to be apart 
himſelfc alone in ſome by-place, this C x au Dru s had ſtepta fide ana retired 
into alodging or parlour called Hermewm: Andnor long after, being affrigh- 
redatthe rumour ofthat murder lily crept forth and conveied himſelte up in- 
toa Solar next adioyning, and there hid himſelfe berweene the hangings that 
hung before the dore « Vhiles hee lurkedcloſethere, a common Sou!ldiour 
chauncing to runne too and fro that way, eſpicd his feete, andby earneſt en- 
quirie and asking who he was ? hapnedto take knowledge of him : who having 
drawne him forth of the piace (when as for feare hee fe]l downe humbly at his

feete and tooke hold of his knees) ſaluted him by thename ofEmperour, From A,V,C.794 


thence he brought him immediatly to his other fellow Souldiours, who as yet 
ſtoode wavering and wiſt not what to doe but fare and fume, By them was he 
beſtowedin a Licer: and for that his owne ſervants were fled ſcattering heere 
and there they alſo by turnes one after another ſupported the ſaid Liter upon 
theirſhoulders: and ſo was he brought into the (Pretorian) Camp, all fad and 
amazed for feare: pitied alſo by the multirudethat methim on the way; as if 
ſome innocent had been haled toexecution. Being received withinthe trench 
& rampire,lodged he wasalnight among the ſouldiours-watch with lefſe hope 
of his a good dealethan confidence. For the Conſuls together withthe Senate 
and the cohorts of the citie-ſouldiers,ſcized the Fora& the Capitol,with a pur- 
poſe toclaime &recoverthe comon libertie : and when himſelfe was ſent for, 
by atribune ofthe commons into the Curiato fit in conſultation & give his ad» 
uiſe about thoſe matters that were thought good to be propounded:he made 
anſwere ; That deteined he was perforce and byconſiraint. But the next mor- 
Tow , when as the Senate grewe more colde and ſlacke in following and

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executing their forcſaid projets, (by reaſon of their tedious trouble and dif- 
cord who diſſented in opinion) whiles the multitude alſo ſtanding round a- 
bout, demaunded by chis time oneRuler8& *him by name; he called the Soul- 
diours in * armour to an aſſembly, and ſuffred them ro take their oath of allea. 
geance, and ſweare to maintaine his imperiall dignity: therewith promiſed 
unto them * 1500 Seſterces a peece :the firſt ofallrheC = s ans, that obliged 
unto him the Souldiours fealty by a fee and reward. 

Having once eſtabliſhed his Empire, heethought nothing more deere and 
behovefull thanto aboliſhthe remembrance ofthoſe two daies, wherein there 
was ſome doubtfull queſtion aboutthe change and alteration ofthe State , Of 
all deed2s and words therefore, which had paſſed during that time he made an 
Aarthereſhouldbe a generall pardon and perpetuall oblivion: which alfo hee 
made good andperformed accordingly. Onely,ſome few Colonels and Cen- 
curions,out of that crew which conſpired againſt C a1us,he puttothe ſword:

_ as well for example ſake, as for that he had certaineintelligence, they required 


to have him alſo murdered. Then preſently turning and bending his minde to 
the duties of pictic and kindneſſe, hee/rooke up no forme of oath, cither with 
moredeyout religion or oftener, than bythe name of AuG us Tus. He gave 
order, that for his Grandmother Lv 1 4, there ſhould by Decree be graunted 
Divine honours; as alſo in the ſtately pompe of the Cirque Solemaities , a 
Chariordrawne with Elephants, like unto that of Aus us rus: Semblably, 
for the ſoules ofhis owne parents departed, publickNirges and Funerall feaſts: 
and morethan ſo, particularly in the honour ofhis father Cirque-Plaics and 
games evcry yeere upon his birth-day : and in memoriall ofhis mother,a coach 
to be led and drawne along through the Cirque: and the ſurname of Aus u- 
ST A, Which by his Grandmother was refuſed . In remembrance of his* bro- 
ther (co celebrate whoſe memoriall hee omitted no occaſion) hee exhibired a 
Greeke Comzdie at the ſolemne Games held in Naples: Where, by ſentence 
ofthe Vmpiers and Iudges he received a coronet therefore . Hee ſuffered not 
fo much as M. Antonius to paſſe unhonoured, nor without a thankfull 
mention and remembrance: proteſting one time, andthat by an Edit, That

Andalbeithce abrogated and repealedallthe Acts of C a1us, yet the day of 
his death, although it were the beginning of his Empire, he forbad to be regi-

Butin honouring himſelfc he was ſparie, and caricd a civile modeſtic. The

paſſed over in ſilence, onely celebrating it with ſome private ceremonic and 
religious complements within houſe, He reſtoredno baniſhed perſon, but by 
the authority and warrant of the Senate .

Item, that thoſe Aces might bee ratified and ſtand in force , which his 
Procuratours hadſer downe in iudging of cauſes, hee obrainedby increatie.

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He made ſuite unto the Conſuls for a licence, to hold Faircs and Markets, for 
his owne private Manorsand Lands, - In Commiſſions and Examinations of 
cauſes held by the Magiſirates, he would oftentimes be perſonally preſent and 
fitas one ofthe Commiſſioners. Tothe ſame Magiſtrates, when they exhibi- 
ted any Plaies or Games, himſelfealſo with the reft of the raultitude would a- 
riſe up, and both with * hand and * voicedoe them honour « Vhen the Tri- «By 
bunes of the Commons repaired unto him before the Front ofhis Tribunall, 38 «<=: 
heexcuſed himſelfeuntorheni, forthar by reaſon of ſtraight roome hee could ** 
not give audience unto them otherwiſe than ſtanding upon their feete.There- 
fore, within a ſinall time hee purchaſed ſo much love and favour, as that when 
newes came(to Rome) that forlaied and(laine hee was in his iourney to Otis, 
the people ina greattumult and uprore. fellto banning and curſing both the 
Souldiours as Traitours, and the Senatealſo as Paricides : neither ceaſed they 
thusto force apainſtthem,untill firſt one meſſenger,andthen another,yea and 
ſoone after many more were produced by the Magiſtrates to the publick R 0- 
$TxA,Who aſſuredthemthat he was alive and approachedhomeward.

Yer continued hee not forall this oc NE every-Way from the danger of ſe- 
cret praQiiſes and wait-laying : but aſſailed hee was as well by private perſons, 
as whole faQtions and conſpiracies, yea and ſore troubled in the end with civill 
warres. For there wasa man, one of the Comnions, taken about miYnight 
neere unto his bed-chamber with a dagger. Foundtherewerelikewiſe twaine {48

. Morcover, in the examination, triall, anddeciding of controverſies, he was 
wonderous variable: one while circumſpe,wary,and of greatinſight: other- 
whiles as raſh andingpnſiderate*-now andthenalfo fooliſh, vaine, andliketo 
one Without all reaſon. YWhen hee reviewed upon atimethe Decuries of lud- 
pes, andpur whom hce thought good from their Luriſdiion: one'of them, 
who had anſwered to his name, and concealed the immunity and priviledge 


*Andtherfore, thathc had by the benefit ofchildren, he diſcharged quite, as a man defirous * 
ambitious., robealudge « Another of them being moleſted and called into queſtion by 


his adverſaries before him, as touching a matter betweene him and them, and 
pleading withall for himſelfe, That ir was a caſe to be tried not extraordinarily 
(by C z sax) butby the common courſe of Law, and in an ordinary Courtof 
deputed Iudges: he compelled immediatly to hand:e & decide his owne cauſe 
before him: as who in his proper buſineſle ſhould give proofe how indifferent 
a ludge he would be heereafter inthe matter of another, There was a woman 
that would not acknowledge her owne ſonne . Now, when by evidencesand 
arguments alleadged proet contra0n both fides; the queſtion reſted incquall 
ballance doubrfull ; heawarded, that ſhe ſhould be wedded to the young * man: and 
fo forced herto canfeſſe the truth and to take him for her child... Moſt ready be 
 wasto give iudgement on their ſide , who made appearance in Court when 
their adverſaries were abſent : without any reſpeR and conſideration, whether 
aman ſlacked and ſtaied by his owne default, or upon ſome neceſlicie?

"There is not lightly foundan innocent perſon to have beene puniſhed, 
but when hee was abſent and not ware thercof : or at leaſtwiſe unwilling 
thereto and deceived. With Hzruipius Prarscus who onely had fa- 
luted himafter his returne out of ST R 7 A, by his private name, *plaine V zs- 
PASIAN : andbeing pretour in all his EdiQts and Proclamations paſſedhim o- 


aorI&pcratar yer without any honour atall, or once naming him , hee was not angry and 


diſpleaſed , before that he had, with his moſtinſolent altercations made him 
in manner contemptible and little better than an ordinaric perſon. Him alſo, 
notwithſtanding he was firſt confined to a place and afterwards commanded 
to bee killed, hee would have given a great deale to have ſaved by all meanes 
poſſible: as who ſent certein of purpoſcro call backe the murderers : and ſaved 
his life hee had, but thatfalſe word came backe that he was diſpatched alreadie.

The onely thing, for which hee mightworthily bee blamed was cove- 
rouſneſſe .

Intheſame fearcfulneſic hee refuſed anew honour and that which never was 
deviſed before, offred by the Senateunto him, (though otherwiſe moſt eager and 
preedie of all ſuch things) whereby they decreed, That ſo often as hee was Conſul, 
the Gentlemen of Rome , as it fell by lot to their turnes , (hould in their rich and gay 
ceates and with militare Launces march before him among the Liitours and other 
When the time alſo of that daunger drewneere 
which he ſuſpe&ed, he became perplexed every day morethan other: and there- 
forc he garniſhed the walls of thole galleries wherein hee was wont to romehim- 
ſelfe and walke, with the ſtone Phengites; by the images rebounding from the 
brightneſſe whereofhe might ſce before his face whatſoever was done behind his 
back. The moſt part of priſoners and perſons in dureſle, hee would not hearebur
